Loxpox, Feb. 5—6 a. m.—Austria has 
issued invitations to the other Great Powers 
to hold a Conference in Vienna. The armis- 
tice and peace preliminaries having been 
signed, it is desirable to make a definite 
and lasting settlement of the East- 
ern question as soon as possible. 
There seems to be no objection 
to holding a conference, which may be re- 
garded as a continuation of those held in 
London and Constantinople, but

as the place of sitting. It would seem that 
the close of hostilities between Russia and 
Turkey onght to insure the keeping of the 
peace by the other Powers, but there is a

THE BRITISH MINISTRY

by Gladstone last night. Russia seems to 
thiuk that further precautions ought to be 
taken, and has ordered the mobilization of 
44,000 men of the new levy.

AUSTRIA AND RUSSIA. 

Lonpox, Feb. 4.—A Vienna dispatch says: 
Even in their immature form the Russian 
conditions seem to contain much that can 
scarcely be brought into harmony with the in- 
terests of Austria, being rather calculated to 
sow the seeds of fresh troubles than to promote 
real and lasting peace. They destroy the Otto- 
man power in Europe without substituting any- 
thing in its place possessing guarantees of 
stability. The smaller States would receive 
just enough to make them wish for more, while 
Bulgaria, the largest of them in extent apd 
population, would become little more than a 
Russian dependency. The restoration to the 
Ozar of Bessarabia, without due equivalent to 
Roumania, would make Russia mistress of the 
mouths of the Danube. Thus, in the very pre- 
liminaries themselves, there is much that must 
lead to discussion between Austria and Russia, 
and the same must be the case, though perhaps 
to a leseer degree, with other Powers.

ENGLAND. 
A 1ABERAL PROPOSITION. 

Lonpon, Feb. 4.—In the House of Commons 
this afternoon, Mr. Gladstone suggested an ad- 
dress to the Crown from both Houses of Parlia- 
ment, assuring the Queen of support in the 
Conference instead of a vote of credit. Mr. 
Gladstone said the armistice removed all appre- 
hension of Turkey’s being encouraged by the 
hope of English aid. It also removed the reason 
for persevering in a yote, now that there was 
no apprehension of Russian occupation of Con- 
stantinople. The Gevernment, by the menac- 
ing attitude they proposed to assume, were tak- 
ing a step in the direction.of barbarism and vio- 
lence. Perseverance with the yote could only 
demonstrate that the nation was divided. 
While urging that tue vote of credit be 
withdrawn in favor of an address to the Crown 
which he had proposed, he said he conceded the 
necessity of supporting the Government by 
some declaration before they’entered the Con- 
ference. He would support the Government in 
using their influence to. induce ussia ro relin- 
quish her claim for the retrocession of Bessara- 
bia; also for the tree navigation of the Danube, 
and in obtaining liberal terms for Turkey, as far 
as consistent with the iuterests of Turkey’s 
subjects. 

Mr. Gathorne Hardy, Secretary of War, 
pointed out that the Government were ignorant 
ot the conditions of the armistice, and the Rus- 
sian Armies had reached a point which, if nego- 
@ations failed, micht be dangerous for Europe. 
It was important to be prepared, because wars 
of late were sudden and unforeseen. The Rus- 
sian bases of peace were excecdingly 
vague, and although the Govern- 
ment had been told the condition 
relative to the Straits was withdrawn, it still re- 
mained. The Government’s object was to se- 
cure a permanent and solid peace. CUrudging 
£6,000,000 now might involve a future expendi- 
ture of £600,000,0U0, The Government had been 
misrepresented? throuzhout the country, and 
were not now going to actept an empty vote of 
confidence. If the vote of credit should be 
denied, it was time for them to resign. They 
did not desire to lead.a crippled existence. The 
Powers were armed to the teeth, and a single 
spark might light a fire threatening the best in- 
terests of the country. They asked the House 
to give them that they micht perform their part 
in the European concert for the benefit of sub- 
jects, races, and mankind. 

After some further discussion, the debate was 
adjourned.

CIVIL-SERVICE REFORM. 
CARTER HARRISON’S BILL. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuivoton, D. C., Feb. 4.—Carter Har- 
rison, Chairman of the House Committee on 
Civii-Service Reform, has prepared a bill which 
he will present this week to the Committee as 
the basis of a proposed reorganization of the 
Civil Service. Harrison states that his purpose 
in dratting the bill is to make it as nearly radi- 
cal as possible, and at the same time contain 
provisions which will adapt it to the prejudices 
of the American people, and not attract too 


much opposition from Congressmen. The prop- 
Osition is interesting as showing 

WHAT THE DEMOCRATS PROPOSE TO Do 
with Civil Service, of which a very brief synop- 
sis follows: 

See. 1 provides for the creation of a Depart- 
ment of Civil Service, with five Commissioners, 
to be appointed by the President and confirmed 
by the Senate, no more than three of which 
shall belong to any one political party. Their 
terms are arranged so that noappointments can 
be made except at the middle ot a Presidential 
term, the Commissioners having the shortest 
term to be at the head of the Department. 

Sec. 2 provides that the President may fill 
vacancies caused by death or resignation. 

Sec. 3 fixes the salary of the head Commis- 
sioner at $5,000, and the others at $4,000. 

Sec. 4 provides that the Commissioners may 
be removed by the President for cause with the 
consént of the Senate in open session: 

Sec. 5, that the Coamissioners shall make 
rules for r ating the Civil Service; shall con- 
’ stantly watch the different branches of the Gov- 
ernment service, and see that thevare running 
ata minimum as to numbers and expense; 
shall examine, or cause to be examined, all ap- 
plicants. and shall not be guided by political 
services or influence. 

Sec. 6 provides that the Commissioners shall 
divide the United States into districts, and pro- 
| Vide for examimations in each at stated times 
after notice; that the power may be del- 
in remote parts of the country to exam- 
iners, in which case applicants shali pay $5 for 
examination. Members of both Houses of Con- 
gress shall be notified of the examinations wit-h 
in their own district. 

Sec. 7 provides that the act shall apply to 
all officers except Ambassadors, Ministers, Con- 
suls, heads of departments, and Postinasters. 

Sec. 8, which is perhaps the most significant 
section of the bill. provides that Representa- 
tives in Congress may make nominations for 
. to office from among persons res- 
ident in theif respective districts, who shall have 
resided there a year, and possess the requisite 
moral and other qualities. Provision is made 
that they may recommend 

PERSONS WIIOM THEY DON’T KNOW 
upon the testimony of persons for whom they 
can vouch. All recommendations must be in 
writing, signed by the persons recommendin 
all applications, must be gritten in the hand- 
writing of the applicant, ing forth age, past 
vocation, physical condition, and mental capac- 
ity. In the event that less than twenty nomi- 
nations shall be made for each office to be filled 
by a member of Congress, then the Commis- 

fonere may receive application in writing from 
any persons in the district. 

The remaining sections of the bill provide for 
competitive examination for promotion in all 
Departments, and prescribe that vacancies in the 
Departments are 

ONLY TO BE FILLED BY PROMOTION, 

save where the veed of cxperts or peculiar con- 
ditions may make a contrary course necessary. 

The Civil-Service Department is to supply all 
the other departments with lists of clerks irom 
which appointments can only be made, and is 
to assume the responsibility for removals for 
cause. Qriginal appointments are to be made 
on not more than six months’ prebation, when 
the probationers are to be placed on a perma- 
nent roll from which they never can de re- 
moved except for cause. This roll is to con- 
stitute the permanent Civil Service of the Gov- 
ernment. No appointments are to be made for 
political purposes, and no political assessments 
are to be paid or demanded, on the penalty of 
dismissal.

THE NEW TRUNK LINE AGREF- 
MENT. 
Pool-Commissioner Albert Fink has issued 
the following circular, which was received ves 

terday by the railroad companies in this city: 

To the Officers and Agents of the Trunk Lines, 
and Their \veatern Connecting Lines: At a meet 
ing held this day of the Executives of the trunk 
lines, the duty of enforcing tae maintenance of 
Eust- bound rates whe devolved upon the Trunk 
Line Commissioner, Mr Albert Fink, and this is 
to notify you that the trunk lines will enforce by 
such measures as may be fou necessary the 
maintenance of the present tariff Ates. based upon 
40 cents from Chicago. and such Kagg bound rates 
as may from time to time be agree@ upon here- 
after when requested to do so by said Commis- 
sioner. And tnat tne further dutv@ devolved 
upon such Commissioner of conferring with the 
Western roads, as well as the Grand Trunk of 
Canada, for the purpose of- securing their co-op- 
eration in the maintenance of such rates, 

II. J. Jewett, President Erie Railway: Thomas 
A. Scott. President. Pennsylvania Railroad and 
Pennsylvania Company; J. W. Garrett, President 
Baltimore & Ohio Railroad: M. II. Vanderbilt, 
President New York Central & Hudson River 
Railroad. 

The above circular was accompanied by an- 
other one, containing the full text of the-agree- 
ment entered into by the trunk-line Presidents 
at their meeting in New York Jan. 30. The 


new agreement is as follows: 

Mun, It s been found impracticable to 
secure a full maintenance of East-vound rates un- 
der the organization heretofore adopted by the 
trunk lines in connection withthe organization of 
the Western lines, therefore to supply existing 
onnesions and defects, the following pian and ar 
rangement is agcreeu upon: 

Hesotred, That the matter of East-bound rates 
be referred to the present Executive Committee, 
composed of an Officer from each trunk line, and 
the Trunk-Line Commissioner, and thet they, in 
conference with the Executive Committee of the 
Western lines, establish the hast-bound rates on the 
basis of the rates from Chicago. to take effect as 
soon as possible; and that the Trunk-Line Com- 
missioner have a conference with the Western 
ro ds as to a plan forthe maintenance and enforce- 
ment of Kast-bound rates, and secure their co-op- 
eration in carrying into effect this arrangement, 
and report said plan to a meeting of the trunk lines 
to be convened bythe Chairman. 

That the Commissioner be authorized to make 
such arranvements with the Grand Trunk and other 
competing lines, not the immediate connections of 
the trunk lines, as may be necessary to secure 
their co-operation in carrying eaid plan into effect 

That, if the rates be violated by any officer or 
agent of the trunk lines or any lines operating up- 
on their roads. such officer or agent shall. upon the 
recommendation of the Commissioner, be dis- 
— and not be employed by any of the trunk 

ines. ° 

That, if the rates be violated by any of the con- 
nections of the trunk lines. then, upon the request 
of the Commissioner, arbitrary rates shall be im- 
posed upon the road so violating, and the Trunk, 
Line Cotumtssioner shall be authorized to request 
the Company empioving such officer or agent who 
80 ViO'ates the agreed rates to discharge such officer 
or agent. and any manso discharged shall not be 
employed by any of the trunk lines, 

These regulations to apply to a violation in any 
form of the agreed rates. ; 

That, if the Executive Committce cannot agree 
“pon any question Coming up before them, affect- 
ing the East-bound rates or the general arranve- 
ment for maint ining or enforcing the same, the 
Trunk-Line Commissioner shall have the absolute 
power to decide such question. 

It willbe seen that the provisions are very 
strict, and, if properly enforced, will put a stop 
to the clandestine cutting of rates practiced 
thus faf by a number of roads. 

The success of the new arrangement, how- 
ever, depends entirely on the action that wili be 
taken at the mecting of the managers of the 
various roads leading East from Western points, 
to be held at the Grand Pacific Hotel to-day. 
As far as can be learned, the managers seem to 
be in favor of adjustipge * difliculties in regard 
to the East-bound busm@®s in accordance with 
the above agreement, and the prospects are 
that the war will come to an end. Kven if some 
of the managers should desire a continnance of 
the wrangling which has caused so much troubie 
during the last year, they will hardly be able tu 
refuse to abide by the agreement, as it will be 
in the power of the Pool Commissioners to keep 
them in check, provided they are properly 
backed by the Trunk-Line Presidents. 

Information was received here yesterday that 
Mr. Fink has succeeded in adjusting the differ- 
ences between the New York Central and Grand 
Trunk Railways in regard to West-bound 
rates from Boston. Under Mr. Fink’s decision 
the Grand Trunk is allowed the following advan- 
tage on rates, taking Boston and Chicago as the 
basis: Ten cents on first-class, eight cents on 
second-class, six cents on third-class, and four 
cents on fourth-class. The agents of the Na- 
tional Dispatch Fast Freight Line, which runs 
over the Vermont Central and Grand Trunk 
Railroads, are not satisfied with the advantage 
given them, as t difference will not pay 
for the additional nflleage to be made by their 
line. But, as the Grand Trunk has agreed to 
abide by the arrangement, they will probably 
have to stand it for the present, at least. 


DISSOLUTION OF THE MISSOURI 
RIVER POOL. 

Railroad men will undoubtedly be surprised 
to learn that the Southwestern Railroad Rate 
Association will cease to exist on the 10th of 
March, 1878. Notice was given last Saturday 
by Mr. A. A. Talmage, General Superintend- 
ent of the Missouri Pacific, and Col. 
Thomas McKissock, General Superintend- 
ent of the St. Louis, Kansas City & Northern 
Railroads, that they had decided to withdraw 
irom the combination. Under the rules of the 
on, no road can withdraw from the 
combination witbout a forty days’ notice of 
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were eren dissatis- 
the workings of “the pool. 
It bas alwa been su that 
the St. Louis members the pool 
were the strongest advocates of a continuance 
of the arrangement, as it gave them advantages 
over the Chicago roads which they could not 
have enjoyed otherwise, At last meeting 
of the Association held in this city, both Messrs. 
Talmage and McKissock avowed inten 

tion to cling to the fortunes of the Association 
every cause to be Nas ith the working’ of 
every cause to wi workings o 

the pool. Wbat so suddenly caused them to 
change their mind is not known, and various 
causes are assigned for it. The princi cause 
is undoubtedly the fact that the Chicago & 
Alton Railroad Company seems to be deter- 
mined to extend its line from Mexico, Mo., to 
Kansas City next spring. The St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City & Northern has made the most strenu- 
ous efforts to prevent the copsummation of this 
plan, because the Chi & Alton at present is 
compelled to use the Kansas City & Northern, 
as its Kansas City connection, and the latter 
does not like to lose the benefits it has hereto- 
fore derived from its Chicago connection. Be- 
sides, the construction of an independent 
line by the Chicago & Alton would 
establis a competing road between 
Kansas City and St. Louis, which field is now 
exclusively occupied by the Kansas City & 
Northern and Missouri Pacific Raiiroads, The 
St. Louis roads having exhausted all their 
means to dissuade the Alton from its design 
are now undoubtedly determined to fight this 
road on the Kansas City business and deprive it 
of asouthwestern outiet forthe time being, 
hoping thereby to “bulldoze” the Alton 
sulliciently to give up the project. As 
long as they remained in the combination 
they could take no such steps, as 
the gross earnings are pooled. By their 
action they may be able to inflict some damage 
upon the Alton, but they will hardly succeed in 
forcing the managers of this road to give up 
their project. They are not of the kind that 
are easily intimidated and scared, and what 
they once undertake to do they mean to carry 
eut, if they believe such action to be for the in- 
terest of their road. Whether the St. Louis, 
Kansas City & Northern will succeed in shutting 
out the Alton from Kansas City until the com- 
vietion of its own line depends on the contract 
between the two roads, But even if it can be 
done, the damage tothe Alton will be slight, 
for it will undoubtedly be abe able to 
make an arrangement with the Hannibal & St. 
Joe for a southwestern connection until its own 
line f* completed. Some fears are entertained 
that the dissolution of the Missouri-River pool 
will again involve the roads leading to and from 
Missouri River points into another disastrous 
freight war. Yet it is hardly probable that any 
such war will result, as none of the rvads are in 
a condition to stand heavy losses,—the St. 
Louis roads much more so than the Chicago 
roads. 

While the sudden termination of the pool 
will undoubtedly create surprise, yet it ts not 
at all strange that it has gone to the wall. Ever 
since its formation there has been more or less 
trouhle, and its existence has always been hang- 
ing on a very slender thread. Every one con- 
versant with the working of pools predicted at 
the beginning that it would not last any great 
length of time; because it contained members 
whose interests were entireiv antagonistic. The 
only pools that have worked successfully so far 
are those of roads leading from one common 
point to another, asin the case of the Omaha 


pool.

TICKET-FORGER NEATLY NABBED. 
Mr. S. P. Shields, the ticket-scalper, feels 
prouder than a peacock for having been the 
humble instrument in bringing to justice an 
expert and dangerous ticket-forger. A young 
man called at his office on Clark strect vester- 
day morning, offering for sale several coupon 
tickets from Chicago to St. Paul over the Mu- 
waukee & St. Paul Railroad, issued by the New 
York Central Railroad, the portion from New 
York to Chicago being torn olf, having evidently 
been used. Mr. Shields looked at one of the 
tickets, and, being suspicious of jts being a coun- 
terfeit. he asked to see the other one which the 
man had in his hand. Oncomparing the two he 
found that they had the same number, while 
the genuine are consecutively numbered. With 
out losing his presence of mind, Mr. Shields 
asked the price of the two tickets, which he was 
informed would be $27. Mr. Shicids said 
he would take them at that price, 
but, pretending not to have the ‘honey 
handy, asked the party to accompany 
him to his other office, where he would pay him. 
This ruse was used to lure the young man into 
the oflice of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railroad office to have the tickets further 
identified, and if fo to be forgeries to have 
him arrested. On their way thither the young 
mau seemed to smell a mice and demanded his 
tickets back, but Mr. Shields, refused, and, as 
the young rascal tried to lag behind to get a 
chance to escape, Mr. Shields collared him and 
forced him along. At the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railroad office the tickets were readily 
pronounced forgeries, and an officer was sent 
for, who took the culprit in charge. He gave 
his name as Stevens and protested his innocence, 
claiming to bave purchased the tickets at Buf- 
falo in good faith. He was taken to the Cen- 
tral Station, where he was searched, aud a num- 
ber of the forged tickets were founda in his pos- 
session. In his pocket was also found a check 
for a satchel, which was at the baggage-room of 
the Lake Shore Road. The satchel being 
procured and opened, it was found to 
contain several hundred of the forged 
tickets, six stamps and pads,a number of 
papers, clothing, and a loaded revolver. The 
tickets were ali imitations of the New York 
Central & Hudson River Railroad issue, aud 
bore the lac simile of Mr. Kendrick’s$signature. 
Some of them were for Chicago and others for 
St. Paul, and some to local pointa on the New 
York Central. The stamps were imitations of 
those used at the New Lor Central offices at 
413 Broadway, Buffalo, Hudson, Peekskill, 
Herkimer, and Rochester. From the papers 
in the satchel it appeared that these stamps had 
becn made at No. 87 Nassau street, New York. 
It also appeared that his name is not Stevens, 
but George N. Andrews, and that his home is 
at Little Falls, N. Y. Two of the bogus tickets 
were purchased during the day by Mr. J. J. 
Walser, a scalper, and he is $27 out of 
pocket. It is believed that the party arrived 
bere vesterday moroing with a confederate b 
the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern Railroad. 
as two tickets of that issue were re- 
turned yesterday by the Lake Shore conductors 
who ad ccepted them as genuine. 
Search was made last evening tor the confeder- 
ate, but as far as can be learned vo clew of him 
has yet been found. The forger remains in 
custody at the Centra!

Speculations on the Origin of the Fire 
—The Losses— Little 
History. 


CHICAGO, 

The box at the corner of Madison and Hal- 
sted streete—now No. 833—has long enjoyed 
the distinction of being turned in ottener than 
any other in the city. But ip spite cf this 
frequency, and the dangerous neighborhood, 
there never was a serious alarm until last night. 
Ag twenty minutes after 12 o’clock 333 was 
struck from the fire-bells, and a bright light in 
the sky indicated that that box had not been 
turned in this time for nothing. The 
reflection increased momentarily, and five 
minutes later the 211 gave notice that 
the fire was one of more than ordinary magni- 
tulle. It proved to be in the Academy of 
Music, and the flames ran over it so fast that 
nearly the whole theatre was a mass 
of flames before a steamer got to 
work. The forks of flame shot high 
into the air, illuminating the whole neighbor- 
hood, and thousands were attracted to the spot, 
filling up Halsted street until the police drove 
them back to Madison and Monroe streets, 
where they remained until the building was de- 
stroyed., : 

The building is a total wreck inside. The 
whole roof is gone, and only a small sec- 
tion of the front, immediatew back 
of the walls, is standing. It cost 
when built about $50,000, and was remodeled 
and a story added in 1874 at a cost of $15,000. 
Owing to the depreciation of property. 
it was not worth at 8 o’clock last night 
over $25,000 or $30,000. There is some in- 
surance, but bow much it is impossible to learn, 
since Mr. Clapp is in Europe, and his partner, 
Mr. Young, did not make his appearance on the 
ground. 


THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE 

isa mystery. There were live coals in the heat- 
ers, to be sure, but the space all around them 
was cemented, and even should one have fallen 
over, the burning coals could not have reached 
the woodwork. The only light in the 
structure, so far as could be ascer- 
tained, was from a jet on the stage, 
and iv stood in the centre, and the flame was 
fully five feet above the floor. A score of peo- 
ple who were in the vicinity at the time heard 
a mise as if an explosion had taken place, but 
what exploded is a question no one 
could answer. The gas-meter was suggested, 
but one could not have made a 
sound strong enough to be heard a block 
off. There were no oils in the building, noth- 
ing that could explode. Officer Topping, of 
ths American District Telegraph, seems to have 
been the first one who saw the flames. He was 
passing the alley running past the 
rear of the theatre and entering Madison 
street just west of Cobb’s blocks, and noticed 
fire through the windows, the reflection being 
quite bright. He ran at once to the box on the 
corner of Madison and Haisted streets and 
turned in an alarm. Just at that moment he 
heard an explosion. So, from his statement, 
the fire must have started previously, The 
flames, alter the explosion, spread rapidly, and 
made their appearance almost immediately on 
the roof, and in every part of the structure. By 
the tune the Fire Department arrived it was 
completely enveloped, and pouring water into 
it was of service only as a prutection to 
adjacent property. This consisted mainly of 
frame shanties, Nos. 77 and 79 on the north 
and Nos. 85 and 87 on the south being wooden, 
while in the rear were frame stables and a car- 
penter-shop or two. The Fire Marshal stationed 
his men ali around the theatre, ter a 
second alarm had brought more assistance, and 
the fire did not go bevon its walls. As usual, 
THE GREATEST ALARM 
prevailed among the people living in the neigh- 
borhood, and many of those living ou Green 
street tore up their carpets and packed up their 
traps preparatory to a hasty exit. The 
locality is an excellent one for a 
r But for the excellent handling 
of the Hremen there would bave been only 
blackness on the greater portion of the block 
this morning. Part of the west walls tell out 
about 1 o0’clock, but no one was hurt, and the 
bricks fell in such a wav as damage 
only some outhouses and fences. By half-past 
1 o'clock residents in the vicinity breathed 
easier, and begau bunting for their bed-cloth- 
ing. A little after 2 their beds were made up 
again, and what a lucky escape! was in 
everybody’s mouth.

WILLIAM EMMETT, 
lessee and manager. He was nervous and 
excited, and claimed to have lost évery- 
thing.

The first season under Emmett's management 
was an unbounded success, and though the ad- 
mission prices were the lowest possible, he 
made enough money to warrant him in beautl- 
fying and improving the place until it 
had become a first-class variety-théatre. 
At the beginning of the present season 
in last September, Emmett having gone into 
yartnership with J. K. Reynolds, laid out over 

10,000 in remodeling and redecorating the 
auditorium, and in making new adaitions to 
the building in the rear. Since his 
connection with the place he claims to have 
made $20,000, all of which he lost in the fire 
last night.

COUNTY SUPPLIES. 

The Committee on Publiic Service presented 
a remarkable report touching the matter of in- 
viting proposals to supply the county witb 
goods the coming year. When the Committee 
meta few days ao it agreed upon a report 
Mong different from the one presented, and this 

led to considerable discussion. The report 
called for advertising for proposals for drugs, 
meat, bread, milk, stationery, and priuting, aud 
recommended that the other articles, such as 
ries and dry Bros, needed by the county, 
purchased in the open market each month 
by a Committee of the Board. 

Mr. Fitzgerald had signed the report, but, 
after finding out that he had unintentionally 
did a good thing, he erated his name and pre- 
sented a minority report, which provided that 
all the supplies should be contracted for. He 
spoke to his rt at great length, and said he 
had presepted it for the purpose of inviting the 
widest competition, etc. 

Mr. Senne said that the county had been 
shamefully robbed in the past, and that if all 
the supplies were advertised for, such as groce- 
ries and other articles, the robbery would be 
continued, for reputable business houses would 
not come forward apd bid to furnish goods for 
a year that were constantly fluctuating in value. 


Mr. Bradley agreed with Mr. Senne, and hau 


signed the majority report because reputable 
business men had agsured him that, while they 
would be glad to sell the county goods, they 
would not enter into a coptract to furnish such 
articles as were constantly fluctuating. 
Mr..Spofford was in favor of the majority re- 
pom, and expressed himself as satistied that the 
awarding of contracts in the past had been a 
huge fraud. It was only a few days ago that a 
contractor who was furnishing a very inferior 
article of goods at 35 cents a pound told him 
that the same had cost him 15 cents on South 
Water street, and be was abundantly satistied 
that the county the past year had paid all the 


way from 50 to 100 per cent more for all staple: 


articles than they could have been bought for 
in the market. 

After some further discussion Mr. Fitzgerald 
withdrew his report, and a vote on the adoption 
of the majority report was had, as follows: 

Yeas—Ayars, Boese, Burling, Spofford, Wheeler, 
Senne —6. 

Nays— Bradley, Cleary, Conly, Fitzgerald, Hoff- 
mann, Lenzen, Meyer, Mulloy—8. 

On motion, it was then agreed to take up the 
report item by item, and first to advertise for 
proposals for furnishing drugs. When the item 
of meat was reached, however, the second in 
order, Mr. Coniy offered the following: 

I move that the contract of Patrick O'Donnell for 
supplying meats, etc., to the various county insti- 
tutions be renewed, to be im force for one year 
from Jan. 1, 1878, at the same ficure as last year’s 
contract, viz. : six cents per pound for supplying 
all meats, name, lard, pouitry, and fish requtred in 
that period. 

Mr. Conly said, in response to a question, that 
he had offered the motion because Mr. O’Don- 
nell had not been treated right last year, had 
lost considerable money, and was now carrying 
a lot of county orders, ete: He thought the 
Board owed him a dept of gratitude, and ought 
not to forget him. 

Mr. Boese was opposed to the passage of any 
such resolution, and thought that Mr. O’Don- 
nell was notthe right person to have the con- 
tract. He had been given the contrast a year 
ago at an advance over other bidders. 

Mr. Bradley said Mr. O'Donnell had furnish- 
ed good meat, and at one time he saw him go 
on the street and pay 14 cents for turkeys, 
and sell the same to the county for 6 cenis. 


Mr. Ayars remembered a turkey deal with, 


O'Donnell since he had had the contract, in 
which he paid 10 and charged the county 18 
cents. 

Mr. Burling said that several reputable and 
entirelv responsible meat dealers had asked him 
to see that they were afforded an opportunity 
to compete for the meat contract,—men of 
means,—and while Mr. O'Donnell might have 
been a good contractor, and might be able to 
underbid all others, he thought that compett 
tion in the letting of the coptract ought to be 
the widest. 

After some further discussion Mr. Senne 
moved to table the substitute, which was lost 
by the following vote: 

Yeas—Ayars, Boete, 
Senne—6. 

Nays—Bradiey, Cleary, Fitzgerald, Hoffmann, 
Lenzen, Malloy, Wheeler—8. 

A motion was then made to adjourn, but it 
was voted down, the determination being to 
freeze out some of the country members, 
and to force the letting of the contract to 
O'Donnell. 

Mr. Spofford next took the floor, and said he 
was astonished at the turn things had taken; 
and he could not vote for any such a scheme 
and go back to meet the people. The principle 
was wrong, and what was sought to be brought 
about would be damning. The contract had 
been let to O'Donnell a year ago at 
an advance of One cent per pound over 
other bidders, but ne did not know why. It 
was wrong, and outrageously so, to now at- 
tempt to let the contract without competition. 
The county was crippled financially, and it was 

posed this fall to ask the people to issue 
nds. They would talk back in thunder tones 
if contracts were let in any such way. He knew 
nothing against O'Donnell, and he might have 
been all that he had been pictured, but it was a 
fact that the meat contract was among the larg- 
est contracts to be let, and it would be an out- 
rageous proceeding to thus give him 
the compract for another year. The 
public expected something different, and 
that all contracts would be awarded on the 
merit of the bids and bidders. He did not want 
to disappoint the public. Last year when the 
contract was let meats were higher than now, 
and then bids one cent a pound lower than 
O’Donnell’s were rejected, and this year it was 
proposed to rob meat-dealers of the opportuni- 
ty to bid. He would vote ganna the scheme, 
because on its face it had the semblance of 
wrong amounting, almost, to open fraua. 

Mr. Clearv next tame to the front puffing and 
blowing, with a face flushed, and with war, 
without the weapons, in his hand. He labored 
under the idea that aspersions had been 
cast upon him by Mr. Spofford because 
he was an old member of the Board, and 
in a fiery speech he soon developed into the 
champion of O'Donnell. He spoke of how 
kindiv O'Donnell had treated the widows and 
orphans, and in nis enthusiasm tears filled his 
eves aud coursed down his cheeks, while he 
hammered his desk and denounced Spofford as 
untruthful in his charges with great. vigor. He 
was prepared to defend himself at ali hazards, 
he said, and, although he did not produce his 
„shooter,“ at ope time it looked very much as 
if the Coroner would be needed, for in the ex- 
citement and the advocacy of O’ Donnell it was 
hard to conjecture who would get in the first 


shot. 

Mr. Fitzgerald was the next orator. He made 
ove of his usual speeches, and from his habitual 
misuse of the commonest words it was difficult 
to understand what he actually meant, or what 
position he was taking. In theearly part of the 
discussion he had been in favor ot the widest 
competition in the letting of contracts, and it 
was d to imagine that he would make such a 
sudden flop, but yet he did, and whether he so 
spoke or not his vote subsequently told the 

hole story. 
¥ Others followed in speeches amidst the great-

DEATH OF A LONDON MISER., 
London Letter. 

An inquest was held a few days back by the 
Coroner for Surrey, London, on the body of a 
miser of the genuine Daniel Dancer type. This 
was one George Krones, reported to be 58 years 
of age, who, for the last seven or eight years, 
had lived ina common lodging-house in King 
street, Deptford. No one knew, until his pock- 
ets were examined after his death, what was 
his name, or how he lived, but it was commonly 
supposed that he was a dresser of rabbit skins, 
an occupation consistent with his personal ap- 
pearance, which was filthy and unsightly in the 
extreme. He paid 50 centsa week for the use 
of an attic where he lived without furniture, 
and principally upon bread and cheese. The 
50 cents a week he always paid in pence, 
grumbling at the price as exorbitant, and com- 
plaining of the great difficulty he had in mak- 
ing up so large a sum. Friends and acquaint- 
ances he had none. An eccentric old woman, 
rumored to be his sister, used occasionally to 
call upon him, but her visits were few and far 
between, and of late had been entirely discon- 
tinued. The only creatures admitted to his 
famiharity were the rats, by which his attic 
was haunted. Tothese animals he was much 
attached; he fed them with his own hands, 
gave them pet names, and had somehow suc- 
ceeded in securing their confidence. When he 
died there must have been strange gossip and 
2 in the dirty little lodging- house. 
He fell down insensinle in the street, was con- 
veyed to the infirmary, and in a few hours 
brewthed his last. The cause of bis death was 
serous apoplexy, and a post-mortem examina- 
tion showed that the body was well 
nourished, and that the old man 
parsimonious he may have been in clothes 
and lodging, had not absolutely stinted himself 
in food. The task of searching his clothes for 

roofs of his identity was far from pleasant, 
ut it resulted in the discovery of three dirty 
leather purses tied round with a boort-lace. In

CONFEDERATE SHARPSHOOTERS. 
Cant. John D. Youngin Phiiadelyhia Weekly Times. 

The organization and operation of the corps 
of sharpshooters of the Army of Northern Vir- 
ginia will possess, if not for the general public, 
at least for the intelligent military student, the 
interest that naturally attaches to every move- 
ment new in the details of the service,—a serv- 
ice the necessities of which developed many ex- 
pedients before unknown in the annals and 
science of war. There were incidents connected 
with its manner of independent and advanced 
operations which cannot fail, from their unigue 
and striking character, to possess A com- 
mon interest for all. It was the fortune 
of the .sharpshooters to experience all 
the romance, and glamour of war: and 


to these was added enough of danger to make 


the service exciting and exhilarating. Placed 
between the lines of two great armies they saw 
at least the beginnings of all movements, and 
had the first intimations of that pleasurable 
feeling—the gaudia certaminis—which battle 
ever brings to the heart of the true soldier. 
Their time was not spent in weary waiting for 
the order to advance; nor were they, except in 
rare instances, subjected to the trying ordeal of 
remaining quiet under fire, with no power to re- 
turn the compliment. fromthe earliest open- 
ing of battle to its tragic close the ears of the 
sharpshooters were made familiar with the pecu- 
liar music of the rifle, and their whole mind was 
exercised in the problem of affording as much 
annoyance as possible to the enemy. A battal- 
ion was composed of one commandant, eight 
commissioned officers, ten non-commissioned 
officers, 160 privates, four scouts, and two bu- 
glers, speciaily selected and drafted from each 
brigade. These were divided into four compa- 
nies, equally officered, As it was a matter of the 
utmost importance that men should be chosen 
of tried courage and steadiness, who were good 
marksmen and pogsessed of the requisite selt- 
confidence, great care and caution were exer- 
cised in the drafts. Company commandérs 
were ordered to present none for duty with the 
sharpshooters who did not come up te the stand- 
ard; while the commandant of each battalion, 
assisted by his lieutenants, personally sn- 
perintended the examination of all re- 
cruits offered for this branch of the 
The company officers in the corps 
were equally set apart for their military reputa- 
tious with respect to zeal, intelligeuce, ana per- 
sonal gallantry, As soon as the requisite num- 
ber of men was obtained a separate camp was 
established, and in every respect the command 
was placed on an independent footing, report- 
ing, as in case of aregiment, directly to brigade 
headquarters. Thus 
gether, rank and file soon learned to know and 
to rely upon each other. Still further to in- 
crease this confidence, the companies were sub- 
divided into groups of fours, something like 
the comrades de battaille of the French army. 
These groups messed and slept together, and 
were never separated in action save by its casu- 
alties of disability and death. The further 
strengthening of this body of troops was hoped 
to be accomplished by thorough drill. 


AN ITALIAN PRISON. 

Florence Corresuondence Philadelphia Telegraph. 

It is not generally know that the great Turin 
Prison called La Generala,” is turned to a 
strange use. There are some 300 prisoners in 
this gloomy abode guilty of the worst crimes, 
many under 20 years of age, and the building is 
so unsuited tothe character of its occupants 
that they live indiscriminately, and riots are but 
too frequent. Government so far has turned 


a deaf ear to the prayers of the Prison Man- 
agers and Directors that some change may be 
made. Meanwhile an extraordinary abuse has 
creptin. Sous of noble Italian families are 
sent here when they have given cause of com- 
plaint to their parents, treating the prison as 
a reformatory. Thus you see among the 
worst crimivals, amidst the corrupt conver- 
sation of the most abandoned and vicious of that 
class of men who are styled the scum and refuse 
of society, you will find young noblemen, some 
too crushed and spiritless to complain, a few 
maddened by the horror of their position, ready 
to do or say anything that will make them for- 
get for atime the truth. These young fellows 
are kept for an fudefinite time in the prison by 
the inexorable cruelty of astern parent who 
thinks that he will thus break the spirit of an 
undisciplined, wayward child. The result is 
not satisfactory. Health, and spirits, and ever 

noble feeling are left in the “Generala,” 
never to be regained, and it is not wonderful 
thut the Director of the prison should try 
every means to obtain the release of 
those unfortunate prisoners whose sense of in- 
justice is a perfectly right one, and has a power- 
ful influence over the other prisoners, and 
makes prison-riots and rebellions terribly fre- 
quent. On these occasions the military are 
called in, and the offenders shot down at once. 
In no instance is the request for liberation ad- 
dressed to the fathers of the unjustly detained 
prisoners of any ayail. “You see that hand- 
some young man,“ said one of the guardians to 
a friend of mine who visited this well-known 


prison, splendid form and such a sad face; he- 


is Count F——, who has been sent here because 
he disobeyed his father. The Director entreats 
his father to take him out of this pit of vice, 
this fetid air which is slowly killing him. But 
he will uot do so, and there are many others in 
the poor young Count’s case.“

A **CUSTOMS” JOKE.

A joke in the dry details of the customs busi- 
ness bas come to light here, which for down- 
right richness may challenge the public service 
of this or any other country for a fellow. Some 
time after his inauguration Mr. Hayes appointed 
a Florida man named Vance Special Inspector 
of the Treasury Department. Vance got his 
commission, and was jerked out of the stegm- 
ing evergiades last fall and sent on a tour of in- 
spection through the frigid Northern regions. 
He had special instructions to visit the Mar- 
quette District, on Lake Superior, and overhaul 
the administration of Mr. Osborn, the Inspector 
there. Vance is not familiar with all the de- 
tails of the customs business, and like all new 
converts is exceedingly zealous, and has a way 
of making himself numerous that is 
not agreeable to the old offi¢ters of 
the service. As soon as he got to 
Marquette, Osborn took Vance’s measure 
and resolved to teach him a practical: les- 
son. He told Vance that it had came to his 
knowledge that smuggling was being carried 
on to an alarming extent at Isle Royal, a min- 
eral knob that litts itself in the northern cen- 
tral portion of Lake Superior, about 100 miles 
from anywhere, and intimated that he might 
make his everlasting reputation by procceding 
thither, ferreting them out, and bringing the 
perpetrators to punishment. Vance was cap- 
tivated with the idea, and took the first boat for 
the island. It happened that the boat on which 
Vance was an eager passenger was the last boat 
of the season to make a trip to this chunk of 
land in the watery waste, and the next trip will 
be made about the Ist of next June. Vance has 
already been in exile over two months, and he 
still nas four months of isolation and reflection 
before him. There area few Cornish miners 
and indians on the island, and that is all. 
There are no newspabers, DO communication 
with the outside world, and worst, of all, no 
whisky. If Vance lives throuch his hibernation 
of more than half a year, and returns with his 
usual enthusiasm to the service, he will be voted 
a Veteran.

ment made by Dr. LinperMan, the Superin- 
tendent of the Mint, reported in an inter- 
view published yesterday in Tue Trisvune. 
Discussing the capacity of the mints, Dr. 
LixpEeRrMAN said that the New Orleans mint, 
now unused, could be put in running order 
within ninety days, and thereafter coin silver 
doliars at the rate of $1,000,000 a montb. 
As Dr. LrxperMaN estimates on the basis of 
running the mints only eight hours a day, it 
is evident that the capacity of the New 
Orleans mint could be made double that, 
and could turn out probably $25,000,000 a 
year. Dr. LrvperMan added that New Orleans 
would undoubtedly be the headquarters 
for the Mexican silver that should 
come into the country, as it was during the 
War. Now, cannot Senator KIL od per- 
ceive to which direc ion the interests of his 
constituents point? New Orleans is an im- 
poverished city, and the prosperity of Louisi- 
ana depends largely upon the revival of 
trade at that point. Remonetization would 
undoubtedly be followed by the reopening 
of the New Orleans mint and the influx of 
more or less Mexican silver. The mint 
would give employment, directly and indi- 
rectly, to a large number of people; Mex- 
ican silver would come into New Orleans, 
not as a gift to anybody, but in exchange 
for American products, and New Orleans 
would secure this accretion of trade. In 
this view of the case there can be no longer 
any question as to the interests of Senator 
KELLodd's constituents, and bis mind should 
be set at rest in joining the majority of Con- 
gress in favor of remonetization. If he shall 
fail to do so under these circumstances, his 
motives will be subjected to unpleasant sus- 
picions, and he will regret his action as long 
as he lives.

impulse. It has been sent here to pay 
debts, and it must continue to come here for 
that purpose so long as we have an annual 
balance of fifty or more millions in our favor. 
Dr. LinpermMaNn confesses that the surplus 
silver of all Europe will not exceed $35,- 
000,000, and this may be sent here to 
be exchanged for gold. This operation, 
which is probable, will, have the effect of 
increasing the value of silver in Europe, and 
proportionately decreasing the value of gold. 
The opening of our Mints tosilver coinage will 
consume, independent of the European sur- 
plus, $55,000,000 of silver heretofore sold 
abroad. Under this new demand, taking up 
$90,000,000 of Silver in a single year will so 
reduce the supply of silver that its value 
must at once appreciate, and in a brief time 
his proposed silver dollar of 425 grains will 
have a value in gold of 106 to 110 cents on 
the dollar, and will at once find its way to 
the melting pot. 

It has been urged that if- we remonetize 
silver our bonds will be sent home and sold 
for gold, and, though Dr. Lixperman is not 
weak enough to repeat this, it may be in- 
fered that this is one way in which the gold 
in this country will be captured and taken 
away. The process of sending bonds home 
to this country has been in operation for 
years. The Alabama indemnity was paid in 
bonds. Ever since we have had a balance 
due us on exports the bonds have been 
coming home. The Europeans have 
struggled hard to retain their gold, but 
the gold has come in addition to 
the bonds. To assume, as Dr. LinpeRMan 
does, that to remonetize the old dollar 
will expel $200,000,000 of gold, we must 
also assume that the shipment of sucha 

ee sum to Europe will, of necessity, 
cheapen gold there, and, in cheapening gold, 
advance the value of silver. Whatever 
cheapens one must of necessity advance the 
value of the other. So, whichever way the 
question is turned, we have two irresistible 
results: 1. The increase in the value of 
silver ; and 2. The corresponding cheapening 


tres of power, sothe Russians never stopped, 
although the enemy was already in their 
grasp, until they were in full occupation of

] stantinople, is the chief symbol of em- 


pire. They have reached the point where 
the great tidal wave of the war terminated 
in 1829 when Russia humiliated Turkey. 
They have in reality exceeded the limit, for 
now the spray of the wave has fairly 
splashed the walls of Constantinople, the 
advance being wifhin twenty-four hours of 
its gates. They have, therefore, reached the 
goal of their ambition. Had the Turks de- 
layed signing any longer, the armistice might 
have been concluded in Constantinople. 

The conditions of negotiation for a treaty 
of peace are substantially the same as have 
been heretofore indicated in the dispatches, 
although they are much more elastic. First, 
they erect Buigaria into a principality; sec- 
ond, provide for a war indémnity; third, 
guarantee the independence of Roumania, 
Servia, and Montenegro, with an increase of 
territory for each; fourth, call for reforms 
in Bosnia and Herzegovina; fifth, arrange 
for an ulterior understanding between the 
Sultan and Czar regarding the Dardanelles ; 
and sixth, demand the evacuation of the 
Danubian fortresses and Erzeroum. Not- 
\withstanding the vagueness of these condi- 
tions and the liberal margin that is left in 
each case, it is not difficult to forecast the 
probable complexion they will assume after 
they have beén presented in detail before 
a conference of the Powers. Russia 
has not spent $500,000,000 and sacrificed 
90,000 of her best soldiers for nothing, and 
we may conclude she will exact severe 
terms. She will not only provide for the 
good government of the Christian popula- 
tions of Turkey and make it impossible for 
the Turks to oppress them in future, but she 
will demand a compensation that will ade- 
quately recompense her for the sacrifice of 
life and money in behalf of the Sclaves, That 
Bulgaria will be erected into a principality 
and placed under the sovereignty of a for-

From the $6.73 realized from this sale at 
New Orleans must be deducted the freight 
from Nashville, and the New Orleans storage 
and commission, which would leave probably

five-sixths of the price paid by the Cuban 
was eaten up in taxation, charges, and 
premium.

The venerable Dr. WILLARD PARKER, of New 
York, has been interviewed on the subject of 
poisonous effects of sewer-gas on the inmates 
of dwellings possessing the modern improve- 
ments. He says: 

A vast amountof our family sickness, such as 
diphtheriae sore threats, malarial and typhoid 
fevers, have their origins in the influences of the 
foul gases from the sewers carried by defective 
plumbing into our parlors and bedrooms; and many 
other serious and often fatal affections, although 
not so originating, are aggravated and intensified 
by the same causes. It has only been in late years 
that this subject has been given the importance in 
sanitary consideration that it deserves; but now no 
intelligent physician of any school in Europe or 
this country ventures to underrate it. We cannot 
but see constantly in our practice the deleterious 
effects of this insidious poison in the atmosphere of 
patients’ houses. Let there be in two houses, one 
of which has pure air, while the atmosphere of the 
other 1s infected with sewer-gases, two scariet fe-

Rawleigh moved to take up the ordinance 
permitting J. G. Hinckley & Co. to lay down a 
side-track on Twenty-second street from their 
planing-mill to the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quiney main track. The motion was carried, 
and, after some unimportant amendments, the 
ordinance was passed. ’ 

THE B. & O. DEPOT. 

Ald. Daly called up the majority report of 
the Committee on Judiciary, laid over and pub- 
lished Dec. 3, 1877, recommending the adoption 
of a resolution directing the Vepartment of 
Public Works to take immediate steps for the re- 
moval of the Baitimore & Ohio’s depot from the 
Exposition Building. The Alderman inveigned 
against the Railroad Company's policy, as he 
understood it, of remaining in the buildine and 
persistently — 3 to give the citv a decent 
depot. He also had something to say about the 
Co.apany’s alleged inclination to assist the 
Rebel, instead of the Union, Government 
duriug the War, and claimed that it 
should receive no favors at the 
hands of the Council. If the Company were 
allowed to remain, he contended, it should pay 
its rent over to the city and not to the Exposi- 
tiou managers. 

Ald. Gilbert took the ground that the Balti- 
more & Ohio people had taken the building 
only for temporary purposes, and that they 
would probably get out as soon as they and the 
other companies could secure a portion ot the 
Lake Front for depot purposes. 

Ald. Daly, dropping the majority report as 
savoring tod much of mercy, read the minority 
report which, he said, fully expressed his opin- 
ions on the subject,’ and which ordered 
the Exposition people to vacate the Ex- 
position Building within sixty days. In 
answer to Ald. Gilbert, he stated that 
the railroad Company proposed to stay in the 
building three years, andthat they were paving 
a large rental to the Exposition managers, who 
paid no taxes to the city. 

Ald. Cullerton formally brought the minority 
report before the Council by moving its adop- 
tion. He then went on to criticise the position 
of the Exposition people, taking in substance 
the same position as Ald. Daly. 

Aid. Throop said a good word for the railway 
people, their enterprise, and the bully ficht 
they had been carrying on against monopolies.’ 

Inthe midst of the discussion, Ald. Ballard 
jumped up and moved to adjourn. The motion 
was carried. 

The Council then adjourned.

THE OPERA, 

The Strakosch Italian opera troupe inaugu- 
rated its season withthe performance of 11 
Trovatore at Hooiey’s Theatre last evening, a 
very large audience V assisting,” every seat in 
the theatre being filled. The cast included 
Miss Kellogg as Léonora, Miss Cary as Azucena, 
Mr. Graff as Manrico, Mr. Verdias the Count, 
and Mr. Couly as Ferrando,—a cast which, with- 
out being Erqgt in all its parts, was neverthe- 
less very effective and sufficiently strong to give 
the well-worn work without any serious hitches. 
Although there still are people who have to fol- 
low “*Trovatore” with a libretto, and many 
young people who can excite the envy of blase 
opera-goers by getting enthusiastic over its 
catching melodies, it would hardly become 
us to say anything about the opera. 
The performance alone concerns the ma- 
jority of our readers, and that may 
Miss Kellogg is no novice in 
the role of Leonora. She has sung it here many 
times in English and Italian, aithougu it is not 
a part that is well adapted to ner in a dramatic 
sense, however much it may serve to show off 
her consummate vocalism. Her reception was 
very cordial, and in her two arias of the first 
act, as wellas in the trio closing it, she awak- 
ened sufficient enthusiasm to develop into a call 
before the curtain. We have expressed our 
opinion of her Leonora many times, and see no 
reason from last evening’s performance to 
change it. As an illustration of pure and skill- 
ful vocalism it was admirable, and from the 
musical point of view no one would question it 
or that she brings to it a voice of unusual 
purity, cleamees, and brightuess, and a vocalism 
of excellent schooling. If this were all that 
the role required, the performance would be an 
exquisite one, but the real strength of the role 
lies in its passion, its intensity, and its dramatic 
force, and in these * her personation is 
wanting. She sings the music beautifully, but 
she is a passive, pulseless Leonora in action; 
notwithstanding all which it isa great pleasure 
to listen to such finished vocal work. Nothing 
could ve finer in this respect than her performance 
of the grand aria in the last act, Waich aroused 
the warmest enthusiasm and ended in a recall. 

Miss Cary has sung Azueena here before, but 
not often. It is a part which has been mainly 
unfortunate in its representatives. With the 
exception of Adelaide Phillipps and Zelda 
Sequin, it has almost always been taken by 
artists who could act but not sing, or sing but 
not act, but Miss Cary can do both. To the 
beauty of her rich, heavy alto and always cor- 
rect and cxpressive singing, she adds fine dra- 
matic perception and deiineation, both in tragic 
and comic roles. li these qualities 
were clearly brought out on ber pi t- 
ure of the haggard, vengeful Gypsy. 
Her intense singing of the descriptive music of 
the second act aud in the succeeding duo with 
Manrico aroused the first real enthusiasm of 
the evening, and secured ber a recall before the 
curtain fell. while in the third act all the unities 
were violated by the audience, and the house 
fairly rose and recalied her twice while the act 
was in progress, the recalls amounting to an 
ovation which was richly deserved as a recogni- 
tion not only of her singing, but also of her 
acting. Inthe last act the same enthusiasin 
followed her numbers, and the heartiness of 
the applause told that ber popularity has not 
yet commenced to wane.

THE GOLD BASIS AND THE NEW YORK BANES.

It was agreat pity that men should begin to iie 
Just as soon as party lines were draw Parti- 
sans lied, editors lied, even politicians lied. 
True, there was some consciousness as to this 
matter, for the Democrats were greatly horrified 
by a Republican lie, and vice versa. The sys- 
tem of official oaths was another great breeder 
of hes. Men swore inthe dark, not knowing 
what they were doing. Take the matter of 
swearing to invoices; business firms kept a 
partner to do that. The well of perjury 
was deeper than the plummet of truth 
ever sounded. He did mot believé that oaths in 
courts of justice were gooil, and he believed 
that in many cases they were bad. A man 
swore to tell the truth, the whole truth, and 
nothing but the truth, and the first thing he 
knew a@ skillful lawyer had led him to the very 
brink of a lie. Confused and harassed, he ap- 
peals to the Judge and receives the direction, 
** Answer the question, sir.“ If he saya ves.“ 
it is a he, if he says no,“ it is untrue. A 
Judge in Pennsylvania, now 80 years of age, 
who had been fiftv years on the bench, told hin 
that oaths in courts of justicé 

WERE UTTERLY USELESS, | 
and that, if the courts investigated one-half of 
the stream of perjury which constantly flowed 
through them, there would be no time for any- 
thing else. A man who would not tell the 
truth without an oath would swear to a lie 
whenever his interest was concerned. 

Another great cauge of lying was the division 
of men into sects. Young men fresh from the 
seminaries swore inthe most solemn way that 
they would teach the doctrines and tenets of 
the Church—doctrines of which thev 
knew little or nothing. It was ail 
very well for men who did not 
and could not think, but for the thinkers, the 
best men inthe Church, when they came to 
know that though the truth was the truth, their 
Church’s way of presenting it is false; they 
must leave the Church, be silent, or preach 
what is called heresy. People said he could 
leave the Church; but the Church was some- 
thing more than 4 boarding-house which a 
man could leave at any moment. A man could 
not tear up all his old feelings and associations 
by the roots simply because he had outgrown his 
armor. Menshould have liberty to speak and 
to think, without having tb go out of the 
Church into the wilderness to find 
it. A hundred years ago it was de- 
clared that society would be overturned if 
men were allowed to speak out their notions 
and to think for themselves. Yet our tathers 
came to.this country and foundea Common- 
wealths, which had grown until they covered a 
continent, and it had been shown that no Gov- 
ernment was so stable, no society so secure, as 
where men thought for theniselves and spoke 
out what they thought. 

Another great drawback to the prosperity of: 
society was the habit of dishonesty, This per- 
vaded all ranks and all peovles. Men robbed 
the National Government, used the State and 
Municipal Legislatures for the purpose of 
robbing the people, and deſaulted on the pub- 
lic funds intrusted to their care. Dishonesty 
was shown by workmen to capitalists, by capit- 
alists to those assoviated with them, and by 
employes to the corporations which employed 
them. The waste of war was immense. Twenty- 
five years ago, when Peace Congresses were be- 
ing widely discussed, he prophesied that there 
would never be any more wars between civilized 
nations. Since that time there had been 

SIX GREAT AND BLOODY WARS, 

and he had got through prophesying. In Eu- 
rope there were twelve millions of young men 
drawn from the pursuit of industry to consti- 
tute the standing armies. The annual waste 
from this cause alone was $8,500,000,000. But 
this would not continue forever. The day must 
come when, if crowns were insensate, the people 
would rise in rebellion and demand their 
rights. It would be 4 bloody and a 
fearful conflict, and would result in the utter 
demolition of the old fabric. When that time 
should come, if it came in his day, no prayer 
would go up from bis lips, God save the 
throne,“ but the ery of God save the laboring 
people“ would go up. 

Teday, by blowing the brazen trumpet of 
war, he could unitize- the world, but the silver 
trumpet of peace would pot ever unite the 
sects of the Church. Humanity had gained the 
alphabet of knowledge but not its literature. 
The modern conception of manhood and 
womanhood, of the houschold and the citizen, 
was incomparably in advance of that of the 
most cultivated of ancient peoples. It 
took more this present day 
to make a single individual than 
was required for a géneration in the times of 
Pericles or Sophocles. Womanhood was en- 
tireivy a modern product: a development of the 
last 200 years. St. Paul, in his Epistie to the 
Corinthians, said. Let your women keep 
silence in the churches,” and that text was ap- 
plied or misapplied by many good, orthodox 
clergymen as_referfing to women even in our 
own land. Bu€ this was written to Corinth, a 
wealthy and corrupt city of Greece of which 
Timothy was Bishop, and did not apply to any 
other place aud people. Women stood higher 
among the Hebrews than among any other 
nation of antiquity, and St. Paul did not 
intend this advice for the Hebrew churches. 
But in Greece the popular idea of 
a virtuous woman was that she shouid 
be ignorant. She was the slave of her own 
house, the superintendent of the kitchen; a 
slave herself, the overseer of her slaves. Literal- 
ly it was true that ignorance was held asa duty; 
knowledge as a vice. There was education for 
women in Greece, it was trae. Women were 
educated to their highest capacity in the arts, 
in painting, in sculpture, in music, even in 
statesmansbip. and no pains were spared in im- 
parting knowledge to the woman who was to 
become a courtesan. When a woman possessed 
accomplishments and knowledge, every one un- 
derstood that she was accessible, and those who 
were ignorant were supposed to be virtuous. 

THIS WAS PAUL’S REASON 
for forbidding women to preach in the churches 
of corrupt Corinth, fest men should say, This 
is an harlot.” In those days art was a sacred 
thing, and ddvoted tp the gods. In all Athens, 
with its temples and statuary in every public 
place, there was not a single house in which a 
modern man would kennel adog. The houses 
of the citizens were squaliil, barren, and mis- 
erable, and the home of any honest mechanic of 
to-day held more than any ohe that could have 
been found in the proud City of Athens in its 
palmlest days. So the world had grown,—grown 
in its conception of manhood and of womanhood, 
and the future was full of hope for the human 
race. There would dome a ime when civiliza- 
tion wauld take possession @f the Valley of the 
Amazon and the Continent of Africa. The day 
was approaching when ail Agia would be inhab- 
ited by a civilized and religious people, and 
when Africa would lift up ber hands in thank- 
fulnese to God. It had been said that humanity 
was like a tree, which grew slowest at the root 
and most rapidly in branch and blossom. The 
human race grown at the root and the 
piogress had been slow, but our children wouid 
see it in the bloom ahd the blossom. Then its 
fruition would be rapid, and nations would be 
born in a day. ! 

BEECHER AT PLYMOUTH CHURCH.

1 gently but firmly raised my pinions 
above the surrounding, squeezing forms, just as 
the doors opened, and was at once uplifted and 
borne steadil y forward on the shoulders, as it were, 
into the vestibule by the surging, jamming crowd. 
Securing good standing room forward in the 
richt aisle, I waited patiently through the inco- 
herent organ strains, the long efforts of the 
choir, the exhortation to the faithful by the pas- 
tor,—who wanted to reap a gold, silver, or 
greenback harvest from the gathered thousands; 
and at last a striking figure aud face appeare 
behind the pulpit. A solid bulk, clad in black 
cloth, the frock closely buttoned; a Byronic col- 
aur covering the short, thick neck and throat; a 
massive neck and bold visage, from which the 
whitened locks were swept back, long and wav- 
ing, and a voice pitched alittle too high, but 
often sinking into a rich baritone, often tremu- 
lous with a deep emotion, now swelling with 
athos, now bursting into energy, or steadving 
into a monotone; the eyes bright and searching; 
the gestures free and ponderous, but never out 
of balance; the manner of thought and of ac- 
tion perfectly disciplined. 

As I looked from this man around upon the 
vast throng which his single name had assem- 
bled there, andthoughtof the expectant hun- 
dreds outside who were waiting through the 
morning hours for a glimpse of his face when 
he should at last come forth, a thrill, a tremor, 
stole through every fibre of my being. What an 
ovation! Was it homage to mind, or what? I 
turned towards him, determined to know. His 
voice was distinct in the beginning and middle 
of his sentences, but became often uniptelligi- 
ble at the end of them; a bad but common de- 
fect in speakers. His language was nearly al- 
ways good, sometimes graphic, always forcible; 
his reasoning generally logical, and oiten en- 
tirely convincing, but not often profound. His 
method is simple, intelligible to mediocrity, 
and his words so abrupt in transition 
that he is always interesting. He 
follows no train of thought long, but his dis- 
course is rather a rambling dissertation. Yet he 
is eminently a practical mind; and, by stecring 
clear of metaphysical shoals, he does not of- 
fend the pedattt nor perplex the people. Any 
one can follow him; every one sympathizes with 
him. His commonplaces are laugied-at and en- 
joved, His little pathetic pictures evoke quiet 
tears; his independent speech excites approba- 
tion. But—now here is a little secret; nobody 
has seemed todiscern it—be is aman from 
whom cyerybody expects great things, great 
thoughts, great words, but who never fills his 
measure. You will go to listen to him fifty-two 
consecutive Sabbaths, and each time you go you 
will have the same feeling of expectancy, the 
same faith that you will hear and see 
wonderful eloquence, dramatic genius. 
You never do. At times, as his brain 
tees with the rich thoughts which seem. 
to be laboring there, he breathes forth sonorous 
tones and words of beauty and power. But 
they are brief; the inspiration seems dead as 
soon as born, and only a transient gleum of 
genius darts from his eye, only a little ripple of 
gold bubbles from his lips; then there is o~ly a 
ponderous roll of waters, —not the glitteMag 
cascade which showers upon us stars of silvety 
but the heavy force of the river, which 
by its own weight, and catches light here and 
there through the rifts. You loek upon him as 
you would look 1 ** a. heaving mountain, 
which never bursts into flame, but is always 
promising to, and which anon throws out little 
sparks of fire or jets of flame, and again lapses 
into sombreness. Such is Henry Ward Beecher, 
gifted with physical and moral powers, but al- 
ways a contradiction, In him vou behold the 
shadow of Something,—something which is 
coming always, but never comes.

THK METHODISTS. 

The Methodist ministers met yesterday morn- 
ing in the conference-room over the book-store 
on Washington street. Elder W. C. Willing 
presided, and there was a large attendance.

Revival Methods Need Revising? ”’ 

Methodism, said Dr. McChesney, began as a 
revival within the Established Church, and for 
the Methodist Church to ignore revivals wouid 
be to ignore its own origin. By the Divine 
biessing the Church had been able to exhibit a 
continuous revival from iis inception to the 
present day, and no man could point to any 
one year in which in America a revival 
under Methodist supervision had not 
been in progress. The Book Concern 
was circulating revival literature and 
hymns through the length and breadth of the 
land, and even among the Indiavs and the 
emancipated slaves. It was too late in the day 
for Methodism to ignore revivals, and no 
minister or layman worthy of the name would 
attempt to do so. But they might be opposed 
to certain features of revivals; features which, 
in their judgment. marred the work, and de- 
tracted rien he beneficent result. There were 
two wavs of workipg in the Church,—the recu- 
lar, steady, everyday work, and the fractional, 
spasmodic, high-pressure campaign which con- 
centrated all the resources of the Church and 
borrowed all possible extraneous help. There 
were many strong churches which adhered to 
the former method,—a method very favorable to 
the development of home talent, the talent 
buried in the Church itself. 

But there were strong arguments in favor of 
the other method. Some churches had not 
sufficient vitality to stand regular work, and 
needed the fervor of excitement to encourage 
them. Some churches were so weak, numer- 
ically and spiritually, that to seize some fitting 
opportunity when converts could be made by 
intense revival effort was their only chance. 
The young minister was verv likely to prefer 
the revival method. It had more of demonstra- 
tion. A few weeks of intense effort lifted 
things to a point of new encouragement. There 
were larger congregations, scores of accessions 
to the Church, and results plain upon thetr face. 
But there were many ministers who could do 
very effective work in the regular channels, but 
whose physical condition would not allow them 
to take the risks of a regular campaign. There 
was no reason, however, for selecting either ot 
these methods to the exclusion of the other, 
but the ordinary means of grace had been un- 
dervalued, and the Church had backslidden 
while waiting ina state of inglorious ease for 
the revival season to come round. Methodism, 
when true to herself, was true to all established 
means of.grace, and at the same time eager to 
hail with delight the opportunity to gain a spe- 
cial victory by special work. One of the most 
desirable revivals of the Church to-day 
was one that would save the Church herself. 
There could be no doubt that the Lord Jesus 
was deeply interested in the salvationof the 
masses. He died fur them, and His syurbathy 
for the multitude—sheep without fold or shep- 
herd—had been shown in a thousand ways. 
This eagerness to bring people into the Church 
with a rush might be founded on Christian zeal, 
but the consequences might be disastrous. A 
very prudent writer, speaking of the revival 
during the Millerite excitement, said that two 
or three such revivals would be the death ot the 
Church. It was the mission of the Methodist 
Church to insist upon repentance for sin asa 
precursor of conversion. The thing to be 
avoided was rigidity, and the thing to be desired 
is flexibility. The singing of hymns, the calling 
up to.the altar, prayer ana praise, were all parts 
of the old Methodist system. The inquiry-room 
might be useful as a discretionary means. Cal- 
vinism was and always had been opposed 
by the Methodist Church, and on this 

int Mr. Beecher went as far as any 
Methodist. It had been said for a quarter of a 
century that Caivinism was dead, but the fact 
remained that Calvinistic churches existed, were 
growivg daily, and bad furnished many revival- 
ists and evangelists whom the Church could 
never overlook. American Protestants must 
alwavs be clad to hear pronounced the names 
of Whitfiela and Edwards, of Dorr and Griffin. 
To-day the Calvinistic churches were making as 
rapid strides as any others in cherishing the true 
revival spirit, while the so-called liberal ele- 
ment in our churches was woefully deficient in 
all that appertained to the earnest, evangelical 
revival spirit which, wherever it existed, cried 
out. God give me soul, or I die.“ We might, 
if we would, advance along the road of 
liberalism to join hands with Universalists 
and Unitarians, never iosing an opportunity 
to curse Calvinism; but the one fact remained 
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motion, the Presiding Elder 
church were instructed to 
this basis. 

Dr. Edwards doubted whether, when a church 
meeting in even of so important a 
matter as that brought up by Dr. McChesney. 
The meeting was not for the district alone, but 
for the whole Northwest.

His 
impression was that there was a larger per cent 
of true Christian people in the churches than 
the paper allowed. But there was immense need 
of constant, earnest work in Chicago. He call 
ed attention to the report presented by Super- 
intendent Hickey of the number of arrests 
mud by the city police during 1877. In that 
vear. probably more persons were arrested than 
the total membership of all the churches. There 
were 252 churches in Chicago, and if they sub- 
tracted the eleven Jewish, thirty-three Roman 
Catholic, and , twenty-nine Lutheran, they 
had 173 Evangelical. churehes left, and 
he believed their total membership was 
less than the number of criminals arrested. 
Chicago had 2,325 licensed saloons; the Lord, 
and possibly the Devil, knew how many unlli- 
ceneed there were. There ware 46,076 chilaren 
in Sabbath-schools, but more than half the 
children between the ages of 6 and 21 were out- 
side the sphere of Gospel influences. These 
facts ought to stir up the Methodist ministers 
to action. The practical question as to what 
should be done then came up, and it seemed to 
him that utter sclf-abnegation was needed. He 
spoke more especially to the younger men, and 
believed that they should think less of salaries. 
less of the respectabilitics. and more of the 
communion of the Holy Ghost, Night and day 
he had puzzled over what this meant, but 
it seemed to him that if they could 
realize it they would und in it a cure 
for these things they so much deplored. 
The apostolic benediction read; “The com- 
munion of the Holy Ghost be with vou all,“ 
not with a favored few. He thought that as a 
pastor he had failed more than in any other 
point in taking advantage of the opportunities 
afforded him of speaking with leading laymen 
about the condition of their souls. The mo- 
ment he spoke to one of his brethren, lay or 
clerical, about his soul, that moment they 
found themselves drawn more closely together. 
He wanted encouragement froni his brethren in 
the faith, yet not more than one or two ot them 
had ever spoken to him about his spiritual cou- 
dition. 

The Rev. A. W. Patten led in prayer, and, 
after the conclusion of the devotional exercises, 
the meeting adjourned. 
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THE BAPTISTS. 

The Baptist ministers held their monthly 
meeting yesterday morning at No. 71 Randolph 
street, the Rev. Dr. Custis in the chair. 

Reports of church work being in order, the 
Rey. Mr. Kimball, of Englewood, reported four 
additions by baptism. He also reported an in- 
vereased interest in the Sunday-school, and an 
increase of the congregation. The abandoning 
of the project of building a church at Grand 
Crossing had had the effect of swelling the at- 
tendance. 

The Rev. E. O. Taylor reported for Central 
Church four additions upon profession of faith, 
and one by letter. 

The Rev. Mr. Chapell, of Evanston, reported 
several interesting conversions, and the Key. W.

NEW ENGLAND CHURCH.

Dissolution of the Injunction in 
the Canned-Corn-Beef 
Case. 


Sheriff Kern Comes Out Ahead 
in the First Suit on 
His Bond. 


Another Suit to Prevent the Illegal 
Twenty-Per-Cent Tax on Per- 
sonal Property. 


Judge Blodgett in a lengthy opinion vester- 
day morning dissolved the injunction granted 
a few weeks ago in the patent case of the Wil- 
son Packing Company and Libby, McNeil & 
Libby vs. William B. Clapp, agent for the St. 
Louis Packing Company. The Judge said the 
suit was to prevent the defendant from infring- 
ing three patents owned by complainants for 
improvements; in packing cooked corn-beef. 
This improvement consisted in giving the 
can the shape of a pyramid, or of a 
portion of @ pyramid, so that, the lower 
end being opened, the contents could 
be tarned out whole. The patents also cover- 
ed the method of fastening on the top 
and the vent and shield over it. There was 
nothing in the evidence tending to show an in- 
fringement; there was nothing with the excep- 
tion of the shield that was new. There were 
serious doubts whether the mere shape of a 
can in the form of F pyramid or section of a 
pyramid was a patentahje device, though it was 
no doubt a convenient gpe, and that was the 
only distinctive feature in the patents. The 
vent-hole in the Wilson can was old. The 
process for parboiling fruits, vegetables, and 
meats and canning them had been known since 
1810, and had been repeatedly described in the 
encyclopedias. The Supreme Court in the 
Potash case had gone a good way in holding that 
a patent could be maintained for a new article 
of commerce, but it was doubtful whether 
all kinds of canned fruits, meats, vegetables. 
etc., could be covered by different patents, and 
thereby become a new article of manufacture. 
At any rate, a court would be slow to interfere 
with vested rights and with other people’s busi- 
ness carelessly. Upon the evidence, therefore, 
the injunction ought not to be allowed to 
stand, and it would not have been granted nad 
it been known that Clapp was not a manufac- 
turer within this district. The result of the 
order was to harass and annoy competing par- 
ties in otber cities in similar kinds of busi- 
ness, as when the temporary injunction 
was granted circulars were sent all over 
the country. Such use of the order was unwar- 
ranted. It would have looked better bad the 
complainants contested the infringement di- 
rectly with the manufacturers causing the 
injury. 

in the Winslow canned-corn patent suits, the 
Judge said he had refused to grant injunctions 
ugainst every uafortupate grocer who happened 
to have some of that corn to sell until the 
patcntees had sued the parties violating their 
patents. It was not a legitimate method to at- 
tack dealers after they had allowed the com- 
modity to come so generally into use that cus- 
tomers all exvected their grocers to keep 
it. The patent under consideration was 
an article of great commercial importance 
and made by a large number of parties, and it 
was not right to attack throuyhthe courtsevery 
grocer who had afew cans of beef, and enjoin 
him until the contest had been decided between 
the competing manufacturers. In view of the 
doubt over the patentability of the article at all, 
and of the other reasons given, the injunction 
would be dissolved. Messrs. J. N. Jewett, 
Goodwin, Otlield & Towle, West &*Bond, and 
Munday & Evarts appeared for complainants, 
and Eldridge & Tourtellotte for defendant. 

SHERIFF KERN AHEAD. 

Judge Blodgett was engaged yesterday in 
hearing a case brought by Edwin Bromeley 
against Sheriff Kern and his bondsmen on his 
official bond. The facts are as follows: About 
a month ago Bremeley took out an exccution 
‘on a judgment he had revovered. The execu- 
tion was placed in the hands of the Sheriff, an 
indemnifvying bond given, and the Sneriff di- 
rected to levy on some personal property. He 
did so, but soon after it was discovered that the 
property did not belong to the defendant in the 
judgment. The Sheriff then released the prop- 
ecty and went to look at his bond, but finding 
it worthless he declined to r@turn the execution. 
The plaintiff 's attorneys then applied to Judge 
Gary for a rule on the Sheriff tu compel him to 
return it, and also to make him responsible for 
the loss, claiming that, had he retuyned'the ex- 
ecution within the ninety —_ they would 
have found other property out of which to sat- 
isfy the judgment. Judge Gary held that Mr. 
Kern did right in refusing to return the, execu- 
tion when the bond was worthless. 

Bromeley then, being a non-resident, began a 
suit in the Federal Courts on Kern’s bond. 
Yesterday this suit was tried, but alter the evi- 
dence was all in the plaintiff’s attorneys, finding 
they had no case, took a nonsuit without letting 
the case vo to the jury at all. This result fully 
justities Mr. Kernin his action, and Mr. Bromeley 
will, when he gives another indemnilying bond, 
probably be more careful as to its quality. 

HABEAS CORPUS. 

An unusually interesting habeas corpus case 
was on trial yesterday morning before Judge 
McAllister. The petitioner is Arthur F. Palmer, 
who is secking to get possession of his two 
girls, Florence, aged 12 years, and Rosa, about 
9 years old, now being cared for by Mr. E. A. 
Sherburne, the lawyer. Palmer’s habits were 
written up some time ago,‘at the time Mr. Sher- 
purne filed an application in the County Court 
to be made guurdian of the children. Palmer 
is an Englishman, earning a_ kind of a 
living by piano-tuning, and came here 
last spring, having deserted his wife 
in London. He took rooms on Jackson 
street, aud, when he left home, shut his chil- 
dren up in the room, waere the poor innocents 
were obliged to stavall day flreless, studying 
tasks he had given them to learn, or trying to 
invent some kind of arnusement for themselves. 
At last they resolved to go back to their moth- 
er. and actually got on a train on the Michigan 
Central Railroad. Wleu they got to Kensing- 
ton the conductor put them off, and they wan- 
dered around until they happened to fall in 
with a farmer, who took them in and carea for 
them some days, when he carried them back 
to their father. Their case excited the 
attention of the neighbors, and finally Mr. 
Sherburne, hearing of them, volunceered to 
make application to be appointed their guard- 
ian. Inthe meantime he took them to his own 
house, where they are now. Palmer claimed he 
was able to support them, and denied the 
charges as to his cruelty and as to starving 
them. He also boasted on the stand that he 
did not believe in marriage, except so long as 
the parties agreed to live together, and pro- 
claimed himself a vegetarian and advocate of 
hydropathy. He also charged that Mr. Sher- 
burne was beguiling bis children away 
from bim, and teaching them to dis- 
like him. Mr. Sherburne’ denies this, 
and claims that he took them with 
Palmer's consent, and that they do not want to 
return to their unattractive home. The girls, 
who are quite bright and attractive, were in 
court yesterday, listening eagerly to the pro- 
ceedings. The evidence was not concluded, and 
the case was continued to to-morrow morning. 

TAX-FIGHTERS. 

The war on the collection of the illegal taxes 
of the present year, as made by that phehome- 
nally erratic body, the State Board of Equal- 
ization, has begun in  carnest. Yes- 
terday several of the stockholders of 
the Third National Bank, representing 
2. Wo shares of stock, filed a bill against Mark 
Kimball, South Town Collector, to prevent him 
from collecting part of the tax against the bank 
stock. The stock of complainants was assessed 
at $79,900. The County Board raised this to 
$95,880 after the certificates of the County Clerk 
had been forwarded to the State Board, but the 
State Board ignored the increase, and added 57 
per cent to the original valuation of personal 
property. The County Clerk, however, deter- 
mined not to be outdone, added both the 20 per 
cent and the 57 per cent, and now for 
$6,364.62 from complaipants as the tax on their 
stock. The latter, therefore, file their bill ask- 
ing for an injunction to prevent the collection 
of the tax on this 20 — increase.

SMUGGLING CIGARS. 
AN INTERESTING STORY. 
The business of smuggiing has been a favorite 


one with the gentry who are on the make at the 


expense of the Government ever since such in- 
stitutions as Custom-Houses were ordained for the 
collection of duties. While the attendant risk of 
detection and punishment was great, yet the pros- 
pect of gain was sufficient to throw the risk in- 
volved into the shade. With the popular practice 
of sewing up Hamonds and other valuables in odd 
articles of clothing, and thus avoiding the alleged 
sharp eyes of Custom-House officers, the present 
article has nothing to do. The discriminations 
practiced by the New York Custom- House officials, 
as lately exposed in Tux Tuinexx, have excited 
no smal! amount of comment among importers in 
Chicago, and, in the course of a conversation be- 
tween the reporter and one of these gentlemen, 
Mr. Leo Kalman, the latter intimated that there 
was another evil under the san which ought te be 


ventilated. 
What is it?’ said the reporter, as a matter of 


course. 

**Cigar-emuggling into New York. In no other 
place in the country is it carried on to such an ex- 
tent. 

Is it profitable?” 

„Well. the Government is cheated out of many 
thousands of dollars every year. In comparison 
with the legitimate trade, the proceeds of emug- 
gling are not large, because smugglers have grown 
into disfavor with most retail dealers, and are 
obliged to confine their trade to a small circle of 
private consumers. Possibly some of the Spanish 
cigar-stores in New York seil smuggled cigars, 
but not many dealers will have anything 
to do with them. There is danger of get- 
ting a revenue omcer about your ears, you know, 
if they sell cigars without the box being stamped, 
and they can't refill old boxes for any great lengtn 
of time without being caugitt at it. Then there is 
a growing suspicion of the professional smugyler. 
So many pedple have been deceived by buying 
what they supposed so be smuggled Cuban cigars, 
and finding them to be composed of as many and as 
vile ingredients as you will finainthe North Side 
beer-saloon article. Of course there are rea! 
Cuban cigars of fine quality smugvied into New 
York, but they are doled out mostly to private 
consumers who know whom they are deai- 
ing with, dnd are sure of not being de- 
ceived. But the man who don't know the 
smuggler loqks upon him with distrust. The 
dealer is afraid of tne risk, and the private smoker 
is afraid of being taken in. For your smuggier is 
always in a hurry. and no time is allowed to sam- 
ple a package: Time ie valuable with him, and 
what he wants is your money and then he is off. 
Cigars may be gotten up in shape and style to de- 
ceive, and when he is gone you find it out, pro- 
vided he is a fraud and not a genuine smuygier.”’ 

HOW THEY DO IT. 

But how dothe smugglers get the fragrant 
weed into New York?” 

„u tell yon how. In December I was coming 
home from Havana by way. of New York, and 
when we wete off the Jersey coast, adont twenty 
miles outside of New York, a row- boat pulled up 
alongside the steamer—one of the Havana line 
and six barrels were folled off and loaded into tue 
boat. which was then rowed in towards port. 
Later on the boat of the ship's Voctor pulled 
up and a number of paper parcels 
were dumped into it. Now, the  barreis 
and the packages wouidn't probably 
contain silks, or anything of the kind. because 
they don't come from Cuba. The only thing that 
would be smpgzied to New York in this fashion 
would be cigars, and that they were cigars I haven't 
the slighteet doubt. We know they are smugvied 
in, and it must be cone in some such way as this.” 

How dothey vet the cigars in the first placer” 

»The Havana manutacturers ask no questions. 
Anybody goes in, bys his cigars, and pays for 
them. If he haen’tthe money. and his credit is 
good, he waits till the next Saturday. which is 
collecting-ddy there. Having gotten the cigars, the 
emuggiers neglect to provide for such trial mat- 
ters as export duty to the Cuban Government, the 
Government tax of Lper cent in Havana. and the 
Coneul’s certificate. They are above such little 
details. Some dark night, however, they 
manage to get them in a bout. which 
is rowed out some distance and there they wait for 
a passing #teamer, the cigars are conveye4 on 
board by same hook or crook, and when the 
steamer is near New York another littie boat does 
the unioadigg.’*’ 

But how do they get the cigars stowed away 
onthe steamer’ Isn't there a provision against 
that sort of business?” 

They probably Nave an arrangement with some 
of the mates by which they do it. Often it isn't 
necessary to use the) litttie boat at Havana. fur 
there are ways of getting cigars on board without 
it. Somebody can gencra)ly be found to work at 
it. They ate not entered as freigat, because in 
order to d that the shilp's purser would become 
responsibic for them and deliver them up to the 
revenue officers in case of detection. As 
a rule the mates and stewards can de 
relied on tofurnish accommogstions for the goods 
until the little boat vif New York harbor comes 
alongside and takes them off. 

Well, suppose they get the cigars to New 
York and succeed in seihng them, 

WHAT is SHE USUAL PROFIT?” 

A cigar that costs us $30 a thousand ia gold in 
Havana is worth, afterthe duties and everything 
is paid, $85 or $90 a thousand. ‘The smneggler. 
who has avoided paying duties or anything of tnat 
sort, takes his cigars to New York and peddies 
them out among his customers at $60 a thousand. 
a profit of 100 per cent. He can thas undersell 
the importer from $20 to $25 on the thousand. 

Axe there many smuggled cigars around Chi-

Very few, if any. Lou see there is danger of 
detection ty the Kevenne Department if they are 
shipped by freight or express. Hence, if any are 
brought here, they must come in small quantities 
as personal baggage, or conceaied about the per- 
son in tin-foul. he Revenue laws have really.

SILVER. 

Mr. Kirk Hawes was then introduced, and 
made a littie talk, as he called it, on the silver 
question. After stating the case by reading the 
Bland bill, Mr. Hawes said that he did not wisa 
his hearers to believe the assertion that a wrong 
had been committed by stopping the coinage of 
the dollar of our daddies. Of these dollars only 
8. 000, 000 had been coined in the perioa from 1792 
t. 1873. Passing this branch of the subject, withont 
a very close discuexion. the speaker teok 
up the question of hard times, which had peen at; 
tributed to the demofetization of silver. He had 
no 1d¢a that the silver question had anything to do 
with it. but rather that these hard times were the 
result of extravagance and hich hving. The great 
production which the War had callea for was kept 
up by the needs of the South until the collapse in 
1873. Another reason which led to the closing of 
many industrial enterprises was the great im- 
provements in machinery, by which a smaller 
number of men could supply tte same 
market. But the case was as bad in England and 
Germany with the workingmen. in Germany the 
case was perhaps worse than in any other country. 
The reason of the hardship was in Germany the 
same asin the United States,—extravagance and 
excesses. Ine case in France was just the con- 
trary, and the cause was the economy of the peo- 
le. a 
N Mr. Hawes then advanced what he called a 
practical test: Sapposing the Bland bill should 
puss at once, he wished to know how the money 
would get from Flood & O'Drien down into 
the pockets of hi- listnera. Further, he had never 
een any fair, plausible, or reasonable argument 
for the remoneclization of silver. It was claimed 
by the remouctizger’ that if toe silver dollar was 
made a legal-tender it would become equal in value 
tothe gold dvllar. This the speaker did not at all 
beiieve: but he did think that if the Bland bill 
were to pass, the silver dollar would rise in value 
perhaps five or ix cents. He had no doubt that 
the silver bill would passin some shape. Passing 
to discuss the question of how much silver the dol- 
lar should contain, the sveaker gave a short 
history of the changes in the weight of the coins of 
the United States. He had no objection to the re- 
monetization of the silver dollar, provided enough 
value could be put into it to make it equal to the 
gold dollar. He did not think that the Bland bill 
in the shape it Iefi the House would ever pass the 
Senate, - thore was too much good sense. If. how- 
ever, he had veen in the House he shou!d have voted 
for the Matthews resoluiion, because there was no 
doubt that the Government had the legal 
right to pay the coin bonds in silver 
if it chose There had deen several amend- 
ments to the Bland bill, such as a greater number 
of grains in the dollar, restricting tae coinave, and 
restricting the leval-tender quality. For himself, 
he would favor putting enough silver into the aol- 
lar to made it nearly equal in value to the gold dol- 
lar.—neariy, but not quite, because it would be 
wise to allow something for the spring of silver. 

Di. Washington explained that Congress had 
sold the peoule to Europe. He added, to make his 
meaning clear. Tune gentleman alludes tothe 
boots aud shoes and the whisky and tobacco; I'm 
opposed to all them. [Great applause. } 

A vote of thanks was tendered to Mr. Hawes. 

The Club then adjourned for two weeks.

MINING EXCHANGE, 
g AN INFORMAL MEETING 

ofthe Chicago Mining and Stock Exchange was 
held yesterday in the parlors of the Commercial 
Ilote!. About forty members were present. Simeon 
W. King was called to the chair. It was 
expected that the certificate of incorpora- 
tion would arrive from Springfcid before the 
meeting adjourned, but it did not, and an informal 
discussion ensued over the constitution and by- 
laws, which were reported by a committee, of 
which Mr. King was Chairman. The articies and 
by-laws of the old San Francisco Stock and Ex- 
change Board were used in part and modified to 
suit the new organization. The constitution 
tes the object to be to provide fucilities 
for the sales and purchases of stock, bonds, and 
commercial securities, and to regulate sueh sales 
and purchases, and to obtain and Gdisseminate in- 
formation in relation to the mining and metaliurgio 
interests. The number of members is limited to 
fifty. The control and management of the affairs 
or the Association are to be vested in the Board of 
Directors, such Board to consist of nine members. 
The officers are to be a President, Vice- 
President, Chairman, Secretary, and Treasurer. 
The President and Vice-President shall 
be ex-officio members of the Board of Directors. 
The annual eleetion shall be held on the second 
Monday in January of each year. 

The by-laws provide for the general conduct of 

business on the Board. Two sessions ate to be 
held daily, one at 11 o'clock in the forenoon and 
unother at 2 p. m., except Saturdays, when but 
one session, commencing at 11 a. m., -nall be 
held. No ‘‘curdstone’’ meetings are to de held. 
Stocks are to be listed and examined by a Stock 
List Committee, the Board of Directors, and the 
Association itself, before they will be permitted to 
be placed on the Board. After the stocks are ap- 
— they, upon paying 8250 as an admussion- 
ee, are placed upon the Board for sale and pur- 
chase. Rules governing members who act as 
brokers are stringent and the fines. in case of vio- 
lation, heavy. 

The report of the Committee was approved in the 
main, but definite action was postponed until this 
forenoon, when, it is expected, the certificate of 
incorporation will arrive.

GEORGE EAGER 
AND THE LAST GRAND JURY. 

The publication in Turn Tursune of the fact 
that three of the last Grand Jury weren Mike Me- 
Donald's saloon in company with George Eager. 
whose case that body was considering. had a good 
effect, since it led to an investigation, and, the 
three jurors having been cornered, to remove all 
suspicion of having been tampered with, they 
finaily voted in favor of an indictment. Thurs- 
day, after hearing al) tue testimony in 
the case,—and very damaging testimony 
it is said to be,--the finding of a tiue 
bill was taken guder advisement. When 
the Grand Jury got through their labors for the 
day, these three jurors, Graham, Kelly, and Gui- 
nan, went to McDonald's, and were there in com- 
pany with Eager, ana hada drink. On their re- 
turn tothe County Building the next morning, a 
vote was taken on an indictment, and it stood 10 
for and 13 against, Graham, Kelly, and Guinan 
being on the negative side. That 
same day they allso went to McDonaid's, 
and were again in the company of Eager, and also 
of A. 8. Trude, who has denied being Fager'e at- 
rorney. ‘They were seen there by another Grand 
Juror, who, at the request of the other Grand 
Surors, was instructed to report whatever happened 
to take place within his view. Saturday morning 
the fact was reported to those interested in main- 
taining the purity of that body. and 
they decided to have a coart of inquiry. 
In the first place, after «a good deal 
of talk. and many appeals tothe inner-man, 
the vote on the Kager indictment wae reconsid- 
ered. If this had not been done, the offending 
three, who bad violated the explicit injunctions of 
the Court, and laid themselves liable to the su- 
picion ut least that they were willing to oe bribed, 
would have been reported to Judge Jameson. 
Having reconsidered the vote, the Grand Jury put 
them on the stand, and they all admitted 
that they had been in McDonald’s-—-that Eager was 
taere—and that they had had a drink. Kelly 
seemed to realize fully the situation, and was 
ashamed of hie conduct. The others also ex- 
—— themselves as sorry, and the matter was 
topped. No one aecnecs these three men‘of bav- 
ing gotten auy money from kager, or ary promise 
of it: but. in view of the fact that 
he has money, and uses it to get out of 
scrapes, and the further fact that he has 
boasted that he could not be convicted in Cook 
County (he has been though), their being with 
him inaealoon and drinking at the expense of 
either him or afriena of bis, was very reprehensi- 
ble. Seeing their error, they promptly changed 
their minds in regard to Eager s case, and, when a 
vote was taken Saturday on the indictment, twen- 
ty-two said Lea and only one Nay. — Gra- 
ham, Kelly, aud Guinan voting with the majority.

ouate sewerage, and a municipal supervision 
of local sanitary matters, as of house-drains a 
plombing. Thousands of acres, the report says, 
within tne city simita, have a surface of prairie 
loam which is vegetable matter and in the natural 
condition covered with a rank vegetatiom. This 
in a large measure corrects the unhealthfulness of 
location by absorbing and utilizing these sand 
soil emanations which are prejudicial to 
animal life. To cover such a soll with 
human hdtitations not only destroys or renders 
inoperative tne agents which Nature,has provided 
for purification, but adds to the dangerous element 
already existing. Although the death rate for 
1877 wus unusually low, yet the pcoportion of 
deaths from zymotic diseases was alarmingly great.

Upon the back of each one is an elaborate descrip- 
tion of the murder and the parties thereto, and 
she has managed to make the women men- 
tioned above come in for a certain share 
of the responsibility, or at least blame. 
This brother's name i« John G. Jones. and he m a 
porter on a Pullman sleeper. He has grown weary 
of having his wife s name connected with the frat- 
ricide, and therefore has sworn out a warrant for 
Mra. Wilkins’ arrest for libel. 


Pat Burns was arrested a few days ago for va- 
grancy. Yesterday he took a change of venue irom 
the Police Court to Justice Foote. The testimony 
of the officers who made the arrest was that Burns 
was known as 4 notorious conidence man: 
that he was arrested three weeks ago on 
the West Side, and i his boot-leg 
were found a number of ‘‘spiel-marks”; 
that for five years he had been known as a confi- 
cence man; that wnen he saw the officers entering 
the saloon where he was last Saturday, he dodged 
behind the stove, and after he was taken out. a 
pocket book containing spiel-marks and bogus 
checks was found exactly where he had been: that 
he wus arrested upona description givento the 
volice bv a Granger who had invested 810 in the 
aforesaia ** spiel- marks. The jury, for one nad 
been summoned; agreed on a verdict of not 
guilty.’ Constable Mooney summoned the jury. 
Their names Were William F. Evans, Dennis 
Nolan, Charles Fletcher, Thomas Jones, C. Her- 
mann, and H. Bickford. 


Another man has been knocked down at the cor- 
ner of Wabash avenue and Harrison street, early 
in the evening, by footpads, but they were disap- 
pointed of their booty. As Mr. Callaghan, the 
saloon-keecper near Clark street bridge. was coing 
home Sunday nicht at 9 o'clock, two men jumped 
from behind the fence ner the church, and one of 
them struck him with a slung-shot. Although 
badly hurt. one of his ears being cut 
and bruived, he yelled so loud and so 
long that the garroters ran away without 
going through his pockets. This locality seems to 
be a favorite one with thieves, since all they have 
to do to get rid of an insensible man whom they 
have waylaid is to drag him into the ruins of the 
church and leave him there. The police have as 
yet no clew to the fellows who have been doing 
this night work, but officers have been sent out in 
citizens’ dress to wander around in the hope that 
they may be mistaken for citizens and attacked. 
Their orders are to get in the first tick, so it is not 
improbable that there will be work for the Coroner 
before the week is oat.

ANDERSON’S TRIAL. 


Testimony of the Defense—Argumenté? to 
Commence To-Day — Wells Surrenders 
Himself to the Authorities, and Is Locked 
Up. 

New ORLEANS, La., Feb. 4—The Anderson 
trial was resumed this morning. D. Davis, 
Chief Clerk of the Returning Board, was cross- 
examined. The testimony elicited was contra- 
dictory of the statements made by Pelletier. 

William H. Green, a leadiug colored ward- 
politician, and clerk of the Returning Board, 
testified that the Board, when the tabulated 
statement of the Electoral vote was broughi 
into secret session by him, did not ask for the 
parish returns to compare them with the state- 
ments. Members signed the statement, and re- 
turned it to the Chief Clerk to copy. 

Witness is now employed in Wells’ depart- 
ment at the Custom-House. Green was asked 
if there was not a promise made to him when 
he was c@led to Washington as a witness. He 
said there was, but refused to teil about it. 
Was frequently interviewed by the Secretary of 
the Democratic Committee, who attempted to 
induce him to tell what he knew in Washington, 
also to make certain copies and abstracts trom 
the minute-book of the Returning Board. He 
was promised the Assessorship of the Third 
District if he complied with the Secretary’s 
wishes. Was told, at a confidential dioner by 
the Secretary, that Gov. Palmer had a good 
opinion of him (witness), and would like to see 
him doing well. Witness feared a trap was be- 
ing set for him, and answered questions care- 
fully. They were presented to hun in writing. 

Several other clerks testified, but nothing 
new or startling was developed. 

Green, when recalied, said the promises made 
to him in Washington did not come from the 
Returning Board. He received a letter from the 
Secretary of the Democratic Committee, which 
had S2 melosed. 

At the evening session Green was cross-ex- 
amined at length by the Attorney-General. He 
would not tell who promised him the Assessor- 
ship, but, when threatened with punishment 
for contempt, named Mr. Ed Harris, Secretary 
of Gov. Palmer and his Committee. 

. Powers, passenger-agent for Cassidy's 

Hotel, testified that the package deposited at 

the office by the Supervisor of Morehouse 

Parish, containing returns. of that parish, 

adcressed to the Secretary of State, was with 

his consent taken to the Democratic Central 

Committee-Rooms, and in his presence’ the 

seals were broken, and the figures copied, the 

package sealed again,and returned to him. Did 

not know who iniormed the defense of this. 

Thought everything was right in politics. 

The defense closed. 

Rebutting testimony on the part of the State, 
brought out by Mr. Harris, stated that Green 
offered himself as a patriotic Louisianian to tell 
about all the frauds committed by the Return- 
ing Had some frauds committed him- 
self; was aware of all the frauds committed by 
the Returning Boara in 1874. Green went de- 
cidedly back on him. Gov. Palmer, after we 
had taken him to Washington, was anxious to 
get the minute book of the Returning Board 
which Green said he had kept as personal prop- 
erty, but did not get it. He rebutted the sey- 
eral statements of Green. 

Adjourned. 

The evidenee will close about noon to-mor- 
row and argument commence, during which 
the Judge will write out his charge. 

Ex-Gov. Wells was brought tothe citv by 
the morning train of the New Orleans & Mo- 
bile Railroad. A carriage was in waiting 
at the Claiborne street intersection, to 
avoid the crowd which gathered at 
the Canal Street Depot. 
was taken to the parish prison. 
suffering from a slight attack of 
mvunia. Dr. Smyth, his physician, was sent for. 
Mr. Wells declines to answer any questions as 
to his reason for leaving town or surrendering.

Wells is improving. His bonds are fixed at 
$20,000, and the Sheriff is authorized to accept 
them if good and solid bonds are offered. Up 
to this hour (10 p. m.) they have not been given, 
and Wells is still in prison.
